ROOT BEER COOKIES

1 cup brown sugar (packed)

1/2 cup butter or margarine, softened
1 egg

1/4 cup buttermilk

1 tsp. root beer extract

1 3/4 cups all-purpose flour

1/2 tsp. baking soda

1/2 tsp. salt

Mix sugar, butter and egg in bow! until fluffy. Stir in remaining ingredients and mix until smooth. Cover and
refrigerate at least 1 hour.

Preheat oven to 400°F. Drop dough by rounded teaspoonfuls 2 in. apart onto greased cookie sheet. Bake
for 6 to 8 minutes or until almost no impression remains when a cookie is lightly touched. Immediately cool
on rack. Frost with Root Beer Glaze.

Root Beer Glaze:

2 cups confectioner’s sugar

1/3 cup butter or margarine, softened
1 1/2 tsp. root beer extract

2 tbsp. hot water

Mix sugar and butter. Stir in extract and water. Frost cookies.

Susan Smith - Outstanding Service Award

The Outstanding Service Award is to recognize educators who have made
the highest meritorious contribution to the promotion of CTE. These indi-
viduals must have made contributions above the salaried position at all lev-
els and work currently in the field of education.

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Becky Cox - Carl Perkins Humanitarian Award

Ann Sorenson - Outstanding Teacher in
Community Service

This next award is very similar to the previous award. The Outstanding
Teacher in Community Service award is to recognize current teachers
that motivate and involve their peers and students to become involved in
programs and projects that benefit their communities Ann Sorenson at
Brockbank Jr. High has been presented this award for this year. Susan
Litchfield a co-worker of Ann’s commented that, “Ann works circles around
everyone.” Ann has been teaching for 19 years and is highly involved in
both UATFACS and UAFCS. Ann started a program for disadvantaged
students at Brockbank Jr. called “The Brockbank Rack.” Students that
don’t have adequate funds for clothing are invited to “shop” at “The Rack.”
Ann organized the teachers in her school to donate used clothing or gather
used clothing for these students. Teachers also bring bags from retailers
such as Gap, Old Navy etc., so that when student’s “shop” they don’t leave
with their things in a grocery bag. Hygiene items have been included in the
store. Ann was able to acquire a grant from Wal-Mart to help with this ef-
fort. Ann works tirelessly for her profession and her students. What an ex-
ample!

Kathy Larson - Outstanding New CTE Teacher

This next award is meant to encourage new teachers to remain in the pro-
fession. It is geared towards recipients that are innovative and initiate
unique and novel programs and show professional commitment early. They
must have taught for a minimum of three years but no more than five years.
Our ACTE Outstanding New CTE Teacher for this year is Kathy Larson.
Kathy teaches at Canyon View Jr. High in Orem. Her programs most defi-
nitely reflect the above criteria with her implementation of “The Iron Chef”
competition that has now caught on at many schools and her “Plinko Board”
teaching aid. Plinko Boards have been a raging success amongst confer-
ence workshop choices. Kathy has a terrific website and blog that she uses
with her teaching and communication with students. Kathy recently became
engaged. We wish her well in her future plans.

Camille Williams - ACTE Teacher of the Year
